COMMITEE 
CUTS BUDGET 


With the adoption of its new 
Modern Math book, last week the 
School Committee found itself in 
& position where it could reduce 
to a degree the 1964 budget, and 
further, consider stiil more re- 
duction of the 1964 tax rate with 
the return of a fairly large sum 
of money, which, it seems, might 
total about $40,000 

The text book adopted for the 
new Modern Math studies iscalled 
‘Modern Arithmetic Through Dis- 
covery’, 

It is to be used by grades One 
through Six, 

The book was adopted after the 
recommendation by staffmembers 
of the school, The staff members 
had been studying the question 
since last spring. 
> Supervisting Principal Robert 

Barrett, last spring, began astudy 
which lead to the recommendation 
of about a dozen books as being 
Possible textbooks for the new 
program. 

Mr Barrett and Francis Kelley, 
head of the Math Department of the 
High School, then studied the books 
to bring the total number being 
considered down to four. 

After this, the School Committee 
was told by School Superintendent 
Harold Shea, Barrett visited five 
different school systems, to see 
how they evaluated the books, 

Among the systems visited were 
Winchester and Malden, Wakefield 
and Millis, and Miss Nylon, grade 
school math teacher visited the 
Brookline Schools, to see what was 
being done in that town, from a 
teacher’s viewpoint, 

The result was the final recom- 
mendation, which was adopted by 
the School Committee in its Dec, 
18th meeting. 

The School Committee then voted 
to authorize the Superintendent to 
spend a sum not exceeding $5000 
for the purchase of the new text 
book, and further voted to reduce 
the 1964 budget by $2900, since 
this amount was available for the 
purchase of the books in the 1963 
budget. 


$40,000 Return to Town? 

The committee voted to consider 
in its next scheduled meeting the 
possibility of returning a sum of 
money to the town, for the purpose 
of reducing the 1964 tax rate, 

The next meeting is to be on 
January 8th., in the Roman House. 

Superintendent of Schools Harold 
Shea told the committee that a large 
sum of money will be available un- 
der the provisions of (US) Public 
Law 874, the law which reimburses 
towns and cities for money spent 
in education of youngsters whoare 
children of parents engaged in 
US Governmental work. 

Shea was not prepared to give a 
final estimate as to the sum of 
money which will be available in 
the January 8th meeting, but in- 


dicated that it might be as much 
as $40,000, which would in effect 
be a 75 cent reduction of the tax 
rate, and would help to keep it 
from jumping too sharply. 


Band Trip Approved 


The School Committee voted a 
final approval of a trip for the 
Wiimington High School Band to 
Groveton, New Hampshire, some 
time next March or April. 

The proposal, which was aired 
in a school committee meeting of 

month ago, will give the young~ 

ers in the band a two day trip 
to Groveton, whch is north of the 
White Mountains, 

The youngsters will live with 
families in that town, for the two 
days that they will spend there, 
and will give a concert, Saturday 
evening, in the Groveton Regional 
High School, 

An exchange concert is to be 
given by the Groveton High School 
Band in Wilmington High School 
at about the same time. 

Estimated costs for the trip, 
Shea told the Committee, 1s about 
$600, perhaps a little less. 

Bus. hire will be $400, and he 
believed that $150, perhaps a lit- 
tle less, would provide the meals 
for the youngsters during the trips 

The band would lewve by bus 
from the High Sthool after the 
close of school activities on a 


Friday afternoon, and return to 
Wilmington the following Sunday, 
at noon, or in the afternoon.

“The role of the supervising 
principal is to serve as education. 
al leader of the school staff, the 
resource person on school and 
curriculum problems, a laison 
person with the central admini- 
stration, the representative of the 
school in dealing with parent and 
community groups, In other words, 
the supervising principal is the 
professional leader of the profes- 
sional staff of the school. In more 
specific terms, some of his res- 


ponsibilities are as follows: 

I, Supervision, I, Administra- 
tion, III, Guidance, IV. Home and 
Community Relations. 

I, Supervision 

A. Supervise and evaluate al 
members of the school staff in the 
performance of their duties, 

B, Participate in such activities 
as: 

1, School and system-wide cur- 

riculum improvement pro- 
grams 
2. School and system-wide in- 
service education program 
3. The development of a schoo! 
professional library 
Cc. Work with various members 
of school staff to provide proper 
and adequate instructional facil- 
ities, materials and equipment. 

D, Assist in the carrying on of 
research and fact-finding on edu- 
cational problems, 

E, Assist in the evaluation of 
the effectiveness of the school 
program, 

Supervision is by far the most 
important function of the super- 
vising principal. It is an area that 
should not and cannot be short- 
changed, for it aims at the growth 
of not only pupil and teacher but 
also of the supervising staff itself. 


Il, Administration 

A. Prepare the school master 
schedule (Secondary Schools) 

B, Prepare for the annual open- 
ing and closing of school. 

C, Supervise practice teacher 
program. . 

D. Prepare school budget re- 
quests. 

E. General direction of the school 
activities program (Secondary 
Schools) 

F, General direction of the re- 
quisitioning of supplies and equip- 
ment, 

G, Assist in supervision of 
school plant and grounds, 

H, General direction of inter- 
scholastic activies of the school 
(Secondary Schools) 

I, Participate in the recruitment 
and selection of the teaching staff.

The supervising principal’s one 
skill that has to be used effectively 
to be a good administrator is his 
own scheduling of his own time.

‘The principal’s role is two fold; 
guidance of pupils and guidance of 
teachers, The role wiil vary ac- 
cording to the kind of situations 
which present themselves, These 
problems are increased or de- 
creased with the ability to: 

1, Help children understand for 
themselves what kinds of behavior 
are desirable and what kinds are 
not desirable in the school, 

2. Help children find ways in 
which they can learn to take more 
responsibility for their own be- 
havior, 

3. Help teachers function more 
effectively as they, in turn, gui 
children in improved methods 
achieving those two objectives.
